Much of the revolutionary movement 
in Jordan and Lebanon has been the 
direct result of inflammatory broad- 
casts: Saudi Arabia has likewise 
been the target of the pan-Arabic 
leader.

On the other hand, withdrawal 
of Western troops from the two 
smal! Méditerranean states has been 
a prime requirement of the larger 
Arab rs. The Western promise 
is definite and specific. It will be 
up to U.N. Secretary-General Dag 
Hammarskjold to create as quickly 
as possible the conditions of stability 
which will enable Britain—and the 
United States to carry out the terms 
of the resolution | 


——Tt will be noted that the Arab | 


resolution was very similar to the 
terms of the Norwegian resolution 
introduced earlier and which Canada 
helped to sponsor. And this in turn 
resembled the general proposals of | 
President Eisenhower a few days) 
ago. In the face of apparently unani- 
mous agreement even Russia could 
not find it expedient to object. 

It appears at the moment that 
United: Nations direct participation 
may be confined to an observer 
corps, rather than provision of a 
standby - police force which many 
would like to see organized. How- | 
ever even this is a step forward in 
recognition of the U.N. as the accept- 
able and logica) body to exert juris- | 
diction over trouble spots.

Those future problems still | 
threaten, of course.

Constant Shadow

tag along with the debtor, latching on 
to him early in the morning, following 
him to ‘work, to lunch, to the cafe, to 
the promenade, to the show and so home. 
Everywhere the debtor goes, ‘his incar- 
nadined shadow. goes with him. 

People notice it—-how could they miss 
it?—and begin to vhisper behind their 
hands: “Ha.

That does it. Jose can't afford to 
lose face that way. And he certainly 
can't afford to let his face be red like 
that all the time.

The Story of 
YOUR NEWSPAPER 


PART Ill—Mechanieal Production 


O* ANY tour of a newspaper plant, the chief 
interest of visitors_centres around two fea- 
tures. People stand fascinated in front of the 
Linotype machines, watching thesé@ almost human 
contraptions turn written news items into lines 
of metal type; and they get an almost hypnotic 
effect from seeing the folded newspapers roll off 
the great roaring presses and speed on their way 
to readers. 

These two operations, along with the myster- 
les of the stereotype room, are the backbone of 
the mechanical de- 
partment of any daily 
paper. Without them 
it would be impossible. 
to provide each edi- 
tion in the thousands 
of copies that are ne- 
cessary to keep the 
community informed. 

s “folios” of type- 
written copy reach the 
composing roam.from 
the editor's desk in the 
newsroom, they re 
marked with direc- 
tions to the printers 


type or Intertype op- 
erator. The operator 
sits in front of the 
keyboard of. his ma- 
chine — and veterans 
prefer an old kitchen 
chair whose legs have 
been cut down to give 
a low and comfortable 
slant. 

Letter keys are depressed like those on a 
typewriter, and as.each lever goes down it sets 
in motion a complicated process that ends with 
small brass “matrices”—each one containing the 
mould for-a letter of the alphabet—being collected 
into a row the same width as a newspaper column. 
Molten lead is forced against the row of matrices 
and a “slug” is produced. This metal slug contains 
the words and punctuation marks which constitute 
one line of print in the newspaper, and each letter 
and word has been automatically spaced out so 
that the line is filled evenly to the correct width. 
Each matrix is then automatically carried back 
to its proper container, ready for further use. 

The slugs — too hot to touch right away 
with the bare hand—drop from the machine onto 
a little tray. at the rate of up to six a minute. 
About 160 of these lines make a full column in 
your newspaper. 

It all seems simple when it’s done by experts. 
But there is a large investment of ability and 
money in the operation.

Gap 4 140 men are engaged in the mechanical 
departments of Victoria’s papers.__A-new 
Linotype or Intertype machine, fully equipped, 
costs $28,000, and an average-sized composing 
room may have 20 of them. Fifty tons of type- 
metal seethe in the electric melting pots of the 
Victoria Press . plant. It‘ isn’t just plain lead. 
There is tin in the mixture to give fluidity, and 
antimony to give hardness to the slug of type. 
Having finished setting his copy, the oper- 
ator takes his galley or tray of type to the “dump” 
where galley proofs are pulled. These strips‘ of 
paper, with an inked impression of the type, go 
to the proofreaders and editorial desks. The type

itself is taken to a “chase” or metal frame in 
which each page of the paper is assembled. Along 
with other galleys of type, advertisements and 
picture “cuts;"-the--news- item is placed in the 
page by a compositor. He works from a “dummy,” 
which is a sheet of paper drawn up to show thé 
position of each picture or block of type in the 


e. 

When completed, the page may be inked and 
a page proof run off for further checking. Then 
the type, on a flat, wheeled table, called a turtle, is 
taken to the moulding 
machine. Here a card- 
board sheet known as 
a mat is placed over 
the page of type and 
the whole thing is 
passed under a steel 
roller at 3,000 pounds 
pressure. 

The lead type-faces, 
column rules and 
other material in the 
page’ are pressed into 


this sheet as it lies 
flat, and you would 
get a perfect repro- 
duction of the original 
page of type. But mod- 
ern high-speed presses 
print from rollers 
rather than from flat 
surfaces. The wood- 
pulp mat is therefore 
bent into a semi-cir- 
cular curve, placed in a casting box, and the 
molten lead is then poured against it from a huge 
electrically-heated pot which. holds five tons. The. 


result is a cirved lead plate which still contains” 


all the marks of the original flat page. 

The plate, along with others for each page, 
is locked onto the rollers of the press. When they 
are inked and whe flowing sheet of newsprint is 
pressed against them, the printed pages of today's 
paper speed from the press. 

* * * 

T= PRESS itself does a miraculous job. Faster 

than the eye can follow, it prints the pages, 
gathers them, cuts them off, folds them, counts 
them, and ejects them onto an endless belt that 
earrtes them to the mailing room. Each twenty- 
fifth paper is thrown into the stream slightly 
askew so. that individual papers do not have to be 
counted in making up delivery bundles, 

At top speed, your press can print 40,000 
papers an hour, of 40 pages each and using 
up to four colors. It is a Goss five-unit machine 
weighing 135 tons, and it consumes 450 pounds 
of ink a day—which in a year would fill more than 
half the Crystal Garden pool. 

More than 4,000 tons of newsprint—valued 
at well over $500,000 — hummed through Vic- 
toria’s press. last year to bring you the news. In 
a strip the width of one page, a single day’s run 
of paper would stretch nearly. 400 miles. 

A modern newspaper plant is a striking ex- 
ample of how experience; craftsmanship, scientific 
ingenuity and capital can be. successfully blended 
to deliver a needed product. But these would ‘be 
sterile indeed if to them were not added imagina- 
tion, and the abiding efforts of men and women 
dedicated to doing a good job.

The Whale ig a mammal and 
all mammals got their start on 
dry land. They could never have 
developed in the sea. For they 
are warm-blooded, air-breathing 
animals. Mother mammals 
bring forth live babies and feed 
them on mother’s milk. Almost 
all mammals wear, fur or, like 
the porcupine, somé substitute 
for fur. 

All life, we are told: began 
in the seas, many millions of 
years ago. The first plants and 
animals were tiny, simple

After all that work to become 
mammals, the whaies and their 
kin decided to return to the sea.

This is probably the most important 
question being discussed behind the scenes, 
where the real work is 
being done, at the United 
Nations, Jordan is the 
hinge around which any 
settlament in the Middle 
East must swing and thus 
Britain's aims and inten- 
tions are basic to any solu- 
tion, 

What does Britain want?

Many Afro-Asians at the UN are con- 
vineed that Britain put her troops into Jor- 
den in order to establish a long-term power 
position..They say that Britain is trying to 
regain thé position she lost when Britain's 
“Glubb Pasha” was fired as the Command- 
ing Officer of the crack Jordanian army and 
also to regain, in. part, what she lost when 
she evacuated her troops from the Suez Canal 


To put it simply, Britain's position as ® 
world power depends on Middle East oil and 
it’s said that Britain is determined to main- 
fain this position and thus it's said she's 
prepared to adopt desperate measures. So 
goes an argument which is. widely circulated 
around the United Nations. 

As a matter of fact, Canada has been re- 
ported gravely concerned and it’s seid that 
this concern is the reason why Canada did 
not speak last week-before the General 
Assembly, Canadians deny this hotly and 
insist that the reason Canada didn't speak 
was because the situation was felt to be 
fluid and that there wasn't anything useful 
which Canada could say. Furthermroe, 
Canadians insist that they're sure Britain 
genuinely wants to get out of Jordan. 

Most people agree, in fact, that Britain 
probably does feel that she can't remain in- 
definitely in Jordan and that she genuinely 
wants to get out, as she has said on several 
occasions, This doesn't dhswer the question, 
however, “under what circumstances will 
she get out?” 

Highly informed people at the UN say
